CASUALTIES MAY REACH 
10,000 IN NORTH SEA FIGHT 
THE BRITISH LOST 16 SHIPS; GERMANS LOSS PLACED AT 14 
British Claim They 


Foiled German Plans 


London, 'June 3.—The German dreadnaught 
Westfalen, of 


18,600 tons, has been added to the steadily growing list of vessels 
sunk hi the great naval engagement off the Jutland coast, accord 
ing to a wireless despatch from Berlin which says the German ad 
mirality admits the loss of. this warship. 


Additions earlier in the day were the German cruiser Elbing 


displacing between 4,000 and 5,000 tons and the British destroyer 
Shark. Nearly all the men who manned the destroyer were lost 
The latest British statement regarding the outcome of the engage- 
ment shows that the admiralty views it as not at all unfavorable 
to the British. It is declared that they sought out the Germans; en 
pged their entire fleet with inferior forces and compelled them to 
put back to port and give up "any plan of action they may have 
contemplated." 
, 


The losses on the British side estimated at 5,000, may be nearly 


matched by those of the Germans, if the latest reports on the num- 
ber of German warships lost are confirmed. 


In the British casualty list are included Captain Prowse and 


the entire complement, of the battle cruiser Queen Mary, which 
probably had beween 900 and 950 men on board. Rear Admiral 
Horace Wood was lost with the battle cruiser Invincible. 


Two of the Zeppelins which played such an important part by 


keeping the Germans informed of .the German fleet movements 
were destroyed, according to reports brought in by Danish fisher- 
men who declare that the entire crew of one of the airships per- 
ished when their craft was burned. 


Wounded men from the engagement have begun to arrive in 


London, cheered .by the crowds assembled to meet them. 


According to" one report today, British .warships 
are 


waiting off the Danish coast: for the appearance of eight German 
warships which are declared to have taken refuge,in.Danish, ports 
after the North Sea battle, being given 24 hours.to leave, by the 
Danish authorities,

According to late reports the British admiralty now estimates 


the German losses in the Jutland battle, included two battle cruis- 
ers. One of these is set down as certainly lost, as Vice Admiral 
Beatty reported seeing it sink, wh ile the second was left behind 
hopelessly damaged and the British fleet on returning found no 
trace of it, and it was presumed that it sank. The loss of two bat- 
tleships, the Pommern and the Westfalen is admitted by the Ger- 
mans, while the sinking of four light cruisers is officiallly reported 
by the Admiralty and the loss of the six destroyers acknowledged 
by the Germans.

HE immediate issue before the country is preparedness—all 
around preparedness that will secure the only peace worth hav- 


ing from the standpoint of honorable men and women. Such pre- 
paredness means adequate military and naval forces. But this is 
merely the most dramatic (although at the moment the most essen- 
tial) form of a thorough-going preparedness of our citizenship for 
the tasks confronting the nation.. Preparedness means the full de- 
velopment of all our powers and all the resources'of our citizens. 
Ours is an industrial democracy. This is an industrial age. 'As a se- 
quel to the preparedness of the soul and the spirit, there must be 
a preparedness in those activities and those processes which, on 
the farm, in the factory and in commerce, express the lives of our 
citizens. Military preparedness, to be completely effective, - must 
be founded upon the preparedness of management, financial prepar- 
edness—all culminating in manhood preparedness. .At present we 
are as unprepared in industry as in military matters to co-ordinate 
and bring into focus the energies of our country. It would take us 
as long to organize our industries for war as to organize our army 
for war. 


Instead of adopting—and adapting 
—• Germany's admirably 


successful method of dealing with her industries . so as to insure 
their efficiency in time of war, our governmental agents at Wash- 
ington have takea no step whatever except the. thoroughly .mis- 
chievous'-step of endeavoring to cripple a great private industry 
by, the creation of a government armor planfc-whereas, of course, 
they should encourage and.at the sarue,time.fifiicieutlyvregu!ate the 
private industry in question. To "list" plants .'is useless, when 
there are no efficient plants to list, and when the efficient .plant 
is promptly selected by the government for destruction. We need 
a big government munitions plant for regulatory purposes. ; \Ve do 
not need a government armor plant, 'because we can do better by 
regulating and aiding in the development of the great and efficient 
plant which already exists.. To destroy such an industry is sheer 
folly.

In the event of war, it is as impossible to improvise a great 


industry as to improvise a great army. Unless our .industries are 
highly 'efficient and, moreover, are trained for this particular work 
in ad'vance, the penalty will inevitably be paid in the shape.of 
dreadful loss of life among our inequipped and untrained soldiers. 
Such a need cannot be met by government-owned

plants, although there should be some such to serve .as checks am 
regulators. The need is to train, to educate many business firm 
in time of peace for the various things 
which the govcrnmen 


would need in enormous quantities in time of war. There, shouh 
be a survey of the producing resources of the country and the de 
velopment and practical working out in time of peace of plans fo 
minimum annual educational orders to be placed by the army am 
navy with thousands of firms widely 
distributed 
geographically 


and'the enrollment in time of peace of the skilled labor which it i: 
necessary to keep on tbe job in time of war.

MOBILITY PRIME REQUISITE OF ARMY 


Mobility is a prime requisite, 


for any army. 
Owing to the vast 


size of the United States and the 
great distances 
between which 


our army 'nay be used, transpor- 
tation is for us a more serious 
problem in our plans of army or- 
ganization than for any of the 
great European nations, excepting 


Just as presenl 
of 
our 
troops 


possibly Russia, 
the movement 
through Texas and to the Mexi- 
can border and in Mexico has been 
seriously hampered by the lack oJ 
adequate transportation. 
Many 


of the points at which it becomes 
necessary for us to protect out 
territory are so "sparsely settled 
that a railroad will.not support 
itself from earnings alone. Yet 
railroads must be built in times of 
peace to he ready jn case of war. 
The transportation of 
16-inch 


guns requires especially-built flat- 
cars capable of carrying 200,000 
pounds. At present, our govern- 
ment borrows such a car from the 
Bethlehem Steel works—while at 
the same time, by the way, we 
start in to cripple by legislation 
the very plant which makes good 
our governmental defects: In an 
emergency of war we should need 


such special 
cars to

Such 
procedure as changing ,the head- 
light, the size of the crew and the 
sanitary equipment for drinking 
water as a railroad passes from 
one state to. the other is ridicu- 
lous and harmful. Bailroad reg- 
ulation must he made the func- 
tion -of the whole nation, and un- 
dertaken solely 
by the national 


government; the constitution was 
adopted with, as one of its spe- 
cial and most important purposes, 
Hie design to secure aboslute na- 
tional control of all international 
and interstate commerce and of 
the agencies by which such com- 
merce is carried on. The nation- 
al government must become the 
exclusive authority that deals in 
the interest of the public with

GREATEST NAVAL BATTLE IN HISTORY 


London, June 3.—Picking its way from its base in the Kiel 


canal, the German high sea fleet on Wednesday afternoon emerged 
into the North Sea and off the coast of Jutland, engaged a British 
fleet throughout the afternoon and night in what probably was the 
greatest naval battle in the World's history, so far as tonnage en- 
gaged and tonnage destroyed was concerned. 


When,the battle ended Great Britain had lost the battle cruis- 


ers Queen Mary, Indefatigable and Invincible, the cruisers Defense, 
Black Prince and Warrior and eight torpedo boat destroyers, while 
the German battleship Pommern had been sent to the bottom by a 
torpedo and the cruiser Weisbaden was sunk by the British gun- 
flre. In .addition several German torpedo craft were missing and 
the small cruiser Frauenlob had last been seen badly listed and was 
believed to have gone to the bottom. These losses have been ad- 
mitted by Great Britain and Germany. 


CLAIM HEAVIER LOSSES 


Aside from Great Britain's conceded losses, Germany claims that 


the British battleship Warspite, sister ship of the Queen Elizabeth, 
and one of the largest and most powerful ships afloat, had been 
sunk, that the battleship Marlbor'ough had been hit by a torpedo and 
a submarine had been destroyed. Great Britain also added 
to 


Germany's acknowledged losses with the claim that one dreadnought 
of the German Kaiser class—vessels of 26,700 tons and carrying a 
complement of 1,088 men—had been attacked and sunk by British 
torpedo craft, that another battleship of the same class Was be- 
lieved to have been sunk by gunfire, that one battle cruiser had 
been blown up and two others damaged and that a submarine also 
had been sent to the bottom. 


GERMAN TONNAGE SLIGHT 


Great Britain's admitted loss in tonnage was 114,810 for the 


six battle cruisers and cruisers. That of Germany, excluding the 
tonnage of the Wiesbaden, of which vessel there is no record, was 
15,712. The tonnage of the capital ships sunk by the Japanese in 
their fight with the Russians in the battle of Tsushima 
in May, 


1905, aggregated 90,000. Twenty-one Russian crafts were destroy- 
ed in this fight, including six battleships and four cruisers. The re- 
mainder of the sunken craft comprised coast defense and special 
service vessels and towboats. 


That the casualties in the fighting off Jutland wore heavy is 


indicated by the fact that of the crew of some 900 on board on the 
Indefatigable only two men are known to have been saved. Full 
details of the fight, in which Zeppelins are declared to have taken 
part, ar<! being, gathered by the British admiralty, and pending their 
receipt the censor is withholding permission to correspondents to 
send out stories from London. 


GERMAN LIGHT CRUISER REPORTED SUNK 


Ymuiden, Holland—(Via London, June 3.)—Three 
officers, 


three petty officers and twelve sailors of the crew of the new small 
German cruiser, Elbing, which was lost in the Jutland battle, have 
been landed here. One officer said that the Elbing sank after she 
was rammed by another German vessel which 
rescued 
the re- 


mainder of her crew. Another maintained that the 
Elbing was 


blown up by the heavy firing of her own guns. One of the El- 
bing's boats containing some of her crew and some British officers 
who were picked up by the trawler Bertha, are 
being 
brought 


here.

Jutland and while the scout division was under the direction of 
Vice Admiral Hipper. The German forces consisted of the Ger- 
man high seas, fleet with dreadnaughts, older ships of the line, bat- 
tle cruisers, all the light sea forces at present, in the Morth Sea, 
torpedo destroyers and submarine 
flotillas. 
'. 


Admiral Hipper came into contact with the enemy at five 


o'clock in the afternoon when he engaged a squadron of British 
battle cruisers and light cruisers. 
Subsequently the whole fleets 


on both sides engaged and the fighting lasted until nine in the even- 
ing. Later on in the night there were sharp engagements be- 
tween torpedo destroyers and cruisers. The leading German ves- 
sels alone sank six modern destroyers. 


All reports from the German sea forces which participated in 


the battle, agree on the bravery shown by the enemy in the long 
battle. The crews of the German torpedo boats which 
were 


sunk have not been heard from, but the majority-of the men on the 
other vessels which were lost were rescued despite the unfavora- 
ble weather. Naval airships gave valuable aid in reconnoitering 
before and after the battle. 


Vice Admiral Scheer was ap- 


pointed commander of the Ger- 
man battle fleet in February of 
this year succeeding Admiral Yon 
Pohl, who was retired on ac- 
count o£ ill health. 
Admiral 


Scheer is considered one of the 
ablest.taetieans in the German 
navy. He was for a long time di- 
rector o£ the General Marine De- 


partment at the Admiralty, and 
also served as chief of staff of the 
high seas fleet and as commander 
of a battle squadron. Admiral 
Hipper was in command of the 
German squadron which fought 
a battle with the British squadron 
under Admiral Sir David Beatty 
off Helgoland in January, 1915. 
It was in this battle that the Ger- 
man cruiser Bluecher was sunk. 


342 OF GERMAN CREW LOST 


The Hook, Holland—(Via London, June 3.)—The tug boat 


Thames has arrived here with eight men of the crew of the German 
cruiser Frauenlob, which was sunk in the naval battle off Jutland. 
They say that the warship went to the bottom ten minutes after she 
was struck. Nothing is known of the fate of the remainder of the 
crew of 350. 
' 


SAY GERMANS FORCED BACK 


London; June 3.—Captain William Hall, chief of the Intelli- 


gence division of the Admiralty, authorizes the Associated Press to 
say: 


".The German report of the loss of the Marlborough and the 


Warspite is absolutely untrue. Both of these dreadnaughts are 
safe in harbor. 
, 


"The German report that the entire British battle fleet was 


engaged is equally untrue. A portion of the British fleet, much in- 
ferior to the total battle fleet of the Germans, engaged that fleet 
and drove it back into its harbor.

ADMIT LOSS BUT CLAIM VICTORY 


BRITISH SAY GERMANS LOST NINE WARSHIPS 


London, June 3.—The British public, who retired last night 


cast down by the first news of th .North sea 
battle reports, took 


some comfort from the latter reports in the morning papers. 


This report while it did not decrease the British losses except 


in destroyers, which were reduced from eleven to eight, shows the 
losses of the Germans were much greater than was at first esti- 
mated. 


According to this latest account of the great naval engage- 


ment the German losses include two battleships, one battle cruiser, 
one light cruiser and six destroyers sunk; two battle cruisers dam- 
aged and three battleships hit. Naval writers also point out that 
the German fleet retired as soon as the main British fleet appeared 
on the scene so that there is no question about the superiority of 
sea power remaining in British hands. The loss of British ships is, 
of course, admittedly serious, while the loss in officers and men has 
cast a gloom over the whole country.

SHIPS IN NORTH SEA NAVALFIGHT 
British Lost 14 Ships; Claim Germans Lost 9 


BIGFLEETSLIMPflSSKflH 
INTO PORTS WITH 
UNITS MISSING 


London, June 3.—Picking its way from its base in the Kiel 


canal, the German high sea fleet on Wednesday afternoon emerged 
into the North Sea and off the coast of Jutland, engaged a British 
fleet throughout the afternoon and night in what probably was the 
greatest naval battle in the world's history, so far as tonnage en- 
gaged and tonnage destroyed was concerned. 


When the battle ended Great Britain had lost the battle cruis- 


ers Queen Mary, Indefatigable and Invincible, the cruisers Defense, 
Black Prince and Warrior and eight torpedo boat destroyers, while 
the German battleship Pommern bad been sent to the bottom by a 
torpedo and the cruiser Weisbaden was sunk by the British.gun- 
fire. In addition several German torpedo craft were missing and 
the small cruiser Frauenlob had last been seen badly listed and was. 
believed to have gone to the bottom. These losses have been ad- 
mitted by Great Britain and Germany. 


CLAIM HEAVIER LOSSES 


Aside from Great Britain's conceded losses, Germany claims that 


the British battleship Warspite, sister ship of the Queen Elizabeth, 
and one of the largest and most powerful ships afloat, had been 
sunk, that the battleship Marlborough had been hit by a torpedo and 
a submarine'had been destroyed. Great" Britain also added 
to 


Germany's acknowledged losses with the claim that one dreadnought 
of the German Kaiser class—-vessels of 26,700 tons and carrying a 
complement of 1,088 men—had been attacked and sunk by British 
torpedo craft, that'another, battleship of the same class was be- 
lieved to have been sunk by gunfire, that one battle cruiser had 
been blown up and two others damaged and that a submarine also 
lad been sent to the bottom. . 


GERMAN TONNAGE SLIGHT 


Great Britain's admitted loss in tonnage was 114,810 for the 


six battle cruisers and cruisers. That of Germany,-;excluding the 
tonnage of the Wiesbaden, of which vessel there is no record, was 
15,712. The tonnage of the capital ships sunk by the Japanese in 
their fight with the Russians in the battle of Tsushima . in . May, 


1805, 
aggregated 90,000. Twenty-one Russian crafts were destroy- 


ed in this fight, including six battleships and four cruisers. The re- 
mainder of the sunken craft comprised coast defense 
and special 


service vessels and towboats. 


That the casualties in the fighting off Jutland were heavy is 


indicated by the fact that of the crew of some 900 on board on the 
Indefatigable only two men are known to have been saved. Full 
details of the fight, in which'Zeppelins are declared to have taken 
part, are being gathered by the British admiralty, and pending their 
receipt the censor is withholding permission, to correspondents to 
send out stories from London.

mated. 
According to this latest account of the great naval engage- 


ment the German losses include two battleships, one battle cruiser, 
one light cruiser- and six destroyers sunk; two battle cruisers dam- 
aged and three battleships hit. Naval writers also point out that 
he German fleet retired as'soon as the main British fleet appeared 
on the scene so that there is no question about the superiority of 
sea power remaining in British hands. The loss of British ships is, 
of course, admittedly serious, while the loss in officers and men has 
cast a gloom over the whole country.

It is estimated 150 ships en- 
gaged in the battle. It is not considered probable thes hip wrecked 
British and German sailors will be interned in Holland, as they 
have promised not to attempt to escape. The German minister at 
the Hague will go to Ymuiden to make an investigation. 


London, June 3.—Rear Admiral Horace Hood, probably lost 


his life when the battle cruiser Invincible was sunk in .the Jutland 
battle, according to the Times.

west and east bound 
passenger 


tracks. 


Should the first plan be approv- 


ed by city council, it will be nee- 


essary for the Portsmouth Street 
Railroad and' Light Company to 
change their tracks which 
run 


east on Seventeenth street. Ray- 
mond York stated tliat they had 
only t)vo plans to consider, one to 
build the 
line 
out Chillicothe 


street over the proposed viaduct 
to Kinney's Lane, thence east on 
Kinncy's Lane to 
Waller street 


and north on Chillieothe to Eigh- 
teenth and thence east on Eigh- 
teenth to Waller street. Of the 
two plans presented, ihe one pre- 
ferred by the Street Railway Com- 
pany, according to Mr. Raymond 
York, is to go out Eighteenth 
street to'Waller, thence'south on 
Waller to Seventeenth and then 
over their present route. 


Plans were also discussed to 


build an underground crossing at 


Sixteenth street to, accommodate 
the traffic from the.
